Therefore, you are instructed to immediately discontinue 
inquiries concerning all citizens councils upon receipt 
of this le-bter. It is your responsibility to also 
immediately notify auxiliary offices of the discontinuance 
of the investigation. 


In order that the Bureau may continue to carry 
out its responsibilities of keeping interested Government 
agencies informed of information of interest to them, you 
must continue your efforts to keep abreast of developments 
in order that the Bureau may be apprised of any situation 
which indicates a potential for violence. In obtaining 
information, however, absolutely no inquiries are to be 
made by you. You must secure the desired information 
through close scrutiny of the public press plus whatever 
information may be vol\mteered to you.

"With respect to the use of confidential 
informants, I want it clearly understood that no 
informant is to be given any assignment in connection 
with obtaining information regarding the activities of 
citizens councils without prior Bureau authority. If 
you have a confidential informant already reporting on 
citizens councils matters you may continue to accept 
information volunteered by the informant but you must 
not give him any additional assignments in this field. 

If you feel it is necessary for some specific reason to 
continue an informant in a particular citizens council 
you must immediately advise the Bureau, together with 
the identity of the informant, his reliability and your 
assurance that continued operation of the informant will 
not result in any embarrassment to the Bureau. 

Each office receiving copies of this letter 
must submit to the Bureau a monthly simunary of information 
concerning the activities of citizens councils in your 
respective territories. The first such letter is to be 
submitted to reach the Bureau by January 15, 1957, and 
each succeeding letter must be submitted to reach the 
Bureau by the fifteenth of each month. This summary, 
which shall consist of an original and seven copies, 
must be submitted in memorandum form suitable for dissemi- 
nation and foiwarded to the Bureau by cover letter. These 
summary memoranda and your cover letter must bear the 
caption "Citizens Councils, (name of field office)".

As in the past, information received concerning 
citizens councils which requires ejqjeditious handling 
must not be delayed for inclusion in the monthly summary 
but must be furnished to the Bureau promptly by whatever 
means of communication is required by the nature of the 
information.

"The Washington Evening Star” newspaper for 
March 9, 1957, Page A-2, Column 2, identifies John Kasper 
as an anti-integrationist from Washington, D. C., and 
relates that he spoke before an audience of approximately 
two hundred people on March 8, 1957, at Miami, Florida. 

In his speech Kasper stated that segregationists would 
"maintain racial integrity, even at the point of a shotgun.” 

"The Washington Post and Times Herald,” for 
February ^5, 1957, Page A-8, Coliunn 5, reflects that 
Fred B.);^ockett, an associate of John Kasper and an official 
of the Seaboard Citizens Councils, was arrested with three 
other individuals by the Miami, F lorida . Police on February 
23, 1957, while attempting to erect a kerosene-soaked cross 
at the home of a Negro family living in a white district. 
Hockett was described as a now permanent resident in 
Miami. It is noted that just prior to going to Miami, 
Hockett, who was employed as a carpenter, had resided in 
the Washington, C^., area, and was in Clinton, Tennes see , 
during the recent incidents there regarding the integration 
of public schools.

"The Washington Evening Star" dated March 12, 1957, 
Page A-18, related that Kasper appeared before the Florida 
Legislative Investigating Committee on March 11, 1957. 

Kasper testified he became a segregationist during a visit 
to Alabama in 1956. After listening to four hours of Kasper’s 
testimony, Florida State Senator John Rawls accused him of 
being a "professional agitator using this as a means of a 
livelihood." 

Fred B. Hockett also testified at this hearing 
that he had been an associate of Kasper’s but was pulling 
out of the Seaboard White Citizens Councils. Hockett 
said Kasper had misrepresented "certain things" to him and 
stated he would have no further association with Kasper. 
Hockett indicated he had reference to Kasper’s testimony 
before that committee on March 11, 1957, that Kasper 
attended mixed social gatherings while operating a -bookstore 
in New York City’s Greenwich Village. Hockett said he 
planned to continue his segregation activities and would 
organize a group to be called the Florida White Citizens 
Council. 


Kasper also testified before this Florida 
Investigating Committee that it is "hopeless" to try 
segregating schools in Washington, D. C. , "unless there 
is some radical reversal of policy.” He said that as 
Executive Secretary of the Seaboard White Citizens Councils 
he "did try to create some interest" in reversing integra- 
tion in the Washington schools; but he indicated the 
attempt did not get anywhere and he now considered it 
useless to try to reverse Washington’s integration program. 

No information has been received by this office 
during the period February 10, 1957, to Itorch 13, 1957, 
regarding activity on the part of the Citizens Councils 
in Washington, D. C.

"Jewish Ritual Murder", published in 1933. The article gives 
examples of Jewish ritual murders and claims a number of 
such murders have been committed in the past two years. 

Another article on this fly®c is entitled^Should 
^9U-fi5^.-A_Gun'' . It is set forth that "Should You Own A Gun" 
is the title of an excellent article appearing in the April, 
1957, issue of the American Mercury Magazine. The flyer 
claims that after reading this article, any intelligent 
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patriot who does not own at least one firearm will seriously 
consider going out and buying a gun. ’’One can never tell 
when the day may come to fight, yes fight, right in the 
streets of America”. 

There are two other articles on the flyer; one' 
about the State of Israel and the other concerning "Plotters 
Against Health". The first article attacks the State of 
Israel, the second is an attack against Jews and "Yiddish 
concocted poisons lilce the Salk polio vacine, fluoridated 
water (brain deadener) , and food colorings" . 

The other is a flyer_entitled|fpree Hospitilization 
For All USEA Members" . This i^ a flyer pu blished by t he 
-Jy^ited abu^e m~Em ployees Association, _ Nat ionai_Trade Union, 
lS6~East Black Street ,_Roc£~HiTr7*^Sou'th Carolina, setting 
forth the aims of that organization to establish hospitals.

In order to reach a sound conclusion on a given situation, it is necessary to have 
authentic facts on the situation. Therefore, to detexroine the consequences of inter- 
mingling white and colored students in the class rooms, let's taJte a look at some known 
facts. Since this article is vnritten by a white man, my objections to intermingling are 
based upon the deficiencies of the colored race* In other words, when intermingling, 
mixing or integrating you first want to know the grade of the animal you are going to mix 
a^ then you can ascertain whether the offspring will likely be superior or inferior to 
the i>arents. If you say integration will not lead to inter-marriage, then this article ’ 

will also deal with the question of whether a segregated or an integrated school is 
better. 

A congressional committee recently issued a report based upon its investigation of 
the public schools in the District of Columbia. That report is entitled "Report of the 
subcommittee to investigate public school, standards and conditions, and Juvenile delin- 
quency in the District of Columbia of the Committee on the District of Columbia, House of 
Representatives, 84th Congress, 2nd Session. (Your congressman will send you q copy upon 
request. ) 

That Report covers 47 printed pages, so no effort will be made in this article to 
discuss it in detail. The report, among many other things, in its "Findings and Conclus- 
ions" stated : 

( 2 ) page 44. The forced integration of the schools in the District of Columbia 
greatly accelerated the exodus of white residents to the suburban areas of 
Virginia and Maryland. 

•(4)';pqge :45. The wide disparity in mental ability to learn and educational achieve- 
ment between the white negro students has created a most difficult teaching 

situation in the integrated schools. 

(6) page_45.*. Discipline p roblams an d de linQuency resulting from the integration of 
the schools have been appalling. 

( 7 ) page 45. That sex problems in the piredQBiinately integrated schools (some D.C. 

Schools have not been integrated — more about that later) have become a matter 
of vital concern to the parents. One out of every four negro children bom in 
the District of Columbia is illegitimate. The number of cases of veneral 
disease among negroes of school age has been fovind to be astounding and tragic. 

The negro has demonstrated a sex attitude from the primary to hi^ school grades 
that has greatly alarmed white parents and is a contributing cause of the exodus 

of the white residents of the District of Columbia. The integrated schools j-' 

have found it necessary to curtail greatly, and in many cases eliminate com- 
pletely social activities formerly considered a vital element in the education o 
students in the segregated schools. 

The aforesaid Committee was composed of 6 congressmen (DemociTats and Republicans) an 
4 recommended "that racially separate public schools be reestablished for the education 
of white and negro pupils in the District of Columbia, and that such schools be maintained 
on a completely separate and equal basis." The 2 congressmen who wrote a minority report 
stated that the reestablishment of segregated schools (page 48) "obviously cannot be done 
without a constitutional amendment." The 2 minority members did not find fault with this 
recommendation as far as its desirabilily is concerned, but simply said a constitutional 
amendment would be necessary to accomplish it. Since the 4 majority robbers did not 
mention the mechanics legally required to accomplish this result, it can be concluded 
that the report unanimously approved the desirability of reestablishing segregated school 
in the District of Columbia. ! 

It should be remembered that the population of the District is approximately 50 per- J 

cent white and 50 percent black, but there are inpre negro children of school age. This 
indicates the problems in the South where the white and negro ratios approach the 50-50 
basis. 

Some more facts and figures are interesting. The "Uniform Crime Reports for the 
United States" issued by the Federal Bureau of Investigation, Department of Justice, 

Vol. XXV No. 2, Annual Report for 1954, lists the follovjing arrests records for- the year 
1954:

Now, remember too that the 1950 U.S.Census showed negrOes constl'^ted less than IC^ of 
our population. 

This now gives you some insight into the people you and yoiar children will inter- 
mingle with when schools are integrated* The schools, especially in the South, are the 
focal point for social activity. For insteuice when a senior class is about to graduate, 
ones gives parties and dances for the seniors, to mention one time vdien social 
activity is accented. Class parties are often given, PTA. dances where the parents meet 
and iningle. Children enjoy class dances and parties and must attend official school 
parties and dances. If a negro boy sits in class room, eats in the cafeteria, and otherd 
wise mingles with your daughter, will he not ask her for a date for the school party? If 
he is too shy to ask her for a date to tedce her, will he not ask her for a dance at the 
party? You say not right away but maybe later. lour answer is wrong; here in the District 
of Columbia these things occurred immediately after integration. If your daughter does 
not agree, then he likely will make snide remarks such as,’*You think you are too good for 
me”, etc* A question here — why is it that parents sit idly by and let their children be 
placed in this social environment and yet they would not think of inviting negroes in to 
have limch or dance with them? 


The point I am making is that in *^is environment of race mixing there will rapidly 
come the time (if the trend continues) when it will not be too obnoxious for white and 
black to marry. It is a known fact that \idiere there is fraternisation there follows 
intermarriage. The recent wars prove that. 

Now to come back to why all of the District of Coliunbia public schools are not 
integrated. Let’s take one, it being the most important because Vice President Nixon and 
^^^® candidate (recently) Kefauver send their children to that school. It is 

the Horace Mann public elementary school in "Spring Valley” in the District of Coltambia. 
There are no ne^o students or teachers in that school. You aay”That is because there 
are no negroes in that area" and that is corsect. The reason is tliat when the subiiivisio 
was recorded there were covenants placed on the lots that they could not be sold to 
negroes or Jews. To protect that covenant against the Supreme Court ruling that such 
covenants are not enforeeable, one other covenant was placed on the lots, namely, that if 
a person wanted to resell his house and lot, the purchaser must first be approved arid the 
sale be cleared through W.C. & A. N. Miller Develpimient Go., and thr real estate company 
will not approve a negro or Jew. 


In the last presidential cainpaign, did you see that publicized in the newspapers? 

Of course not, but if Coleman Andrews or any other prominent segregationist was in such 
a situation, it would be headlined. 

Now, there is another elementary school in the I>istrict of Col\unbia where the en- 
rollment is about 700 white and 12 negro children. There are 32 teachers, 13 are negroes 
There are mary other schools having a much higher ratio of negro reachers than negro 
pupils. Why is it that no negro teachers were assigned to the ^orace Mann School? EJvea 
a congressional committee, the qgie making the Report mentioned herein, could not get any 
answers to that question. The reason no answer could be obtained was that it was covered 
up by the "high ups". Yet, Nixon and Kefauver pretend (for national political reasons) 
that they are so pure in their "bleeding hearts" for the "equality of the races". Nixon 
said in the campaign "my own children attend the integrated schools in the District of 
Columbia." was he truthful when he said that? Of course not. Both he and Kefauver are ae 
phony on the race question as a ^^3.00 bill. 


The next move the NAACP wiil make after it can get breathing time from its fight 
to integrate schools, will be to challenge the validity of state statutes which preclude 
intermarriage between whites and blacks. They want inteimarriage, make no mistake about 
that. That is what integration ip. the schools leads to and as that comes to pass, the 
white race becomes a mongrelized race and history records that the breeding is downward 
of UDwaird*

On June 1, 1957 the Circuit Court of Appeals for the 6th Circuit at 
Cincinnati, Ohio decided the JOHN KASPER appeal and upheld his sentence ot 
one year for violating a Federal Court order integrating the Clinton, Tenn. 

High School. Many constitulonal questions were left undecided and others were ^ 

brushed over, so the case was really given the "treatment . 

That Court is composed of seven Judges and their Judges are aapigned to 
each case by the Chief Judge. The Chief Judge of the Court is Char 
One of the Judges of that Court is from Memphis, Tennessee and presumably 
be the one most favorable to Kasper. However, shortly before the Kasper case was 
to be heard, that Judge was given a special assignment on the District Court in 
West Tennessee. Chief Judge Simons assigned himself and associate Judges 
McAllister and Miller to hear the case. Then the opinion in the case was wr 
by Chief Judge Simons. So he signed himself to write the decision in this case. 

WHO IS CHIEF JUDGE SIMONS? "WHO'S WHO IN AMERICA" lists him 
in 1876. On November 29, 1906 he married Lillian Bernstein. In 1916 he was 
appointed a U. S. District Judge by President Harding and in 1932 he was 
appointed to the 6th U. S. Circuit Court*

The circular 
includes in part an announcement of a meeting at the National 
Guard Armory, Glen Burnie, Maryland, on the evening of 
September 22, 1964, and bears the signature of "Joseph McD, 
Mitchell, Field Director." A copy of this circular is en- 
closed.

This article 
further stated in part that Mitchell "is now working Mary- 
land and Virginia, as Field Director for the Segregationists 
Citizens' Councils of America, For the past four weeks, Mr, 
Mitchell has been traveling extensively in the two states In 
an attempt to form local councils and to reactivate dormalit 
ones for the national organization headquarters in Jacksofi, 
Mississippi.
